use of globes know that all the merid- 
ians of longitude starting from the 
equator converge towaro, and meet at 
the pole. They know, too, that longi- 
tude signifies time, and that difference 
Of longitude Is difference In time. They 
enow very well that when It la noon IB 
London It Is about 7 o'clock In the 
morrrlog la Boston, and that when it IB 
toou In San Francisco It Is about a 
ijuarter past S in the afternoon In New 
Vot-k. 


Now, as tbe meridian of London ei- 


.snds to the north pole, It necessarily 
nsues that when It Is noon in the Eng- 
lish capital it must also be noon at the 
north pole. In a similar manner when 
It Is noon at Boston, or In San Francis- 
co, or at Peking, or any other plaa: 
situated In the northern hemisphere, 
It follows that It must also be noon at 
the pole, because all the meridians of 
those places unite at the north pole.

But it would be just 
as correct to say that It is a place 
where there is a preponderance of 
time, for It Is practically any time of 
day during the whole 24 hours, or in- 
deed through the year.

vassalage in some form. It was the 
dnty of the vassal to labor and it) 
»ome form support his superior or lord. 
The condition of society was such in 
those times I hat the vassal who labored 
to support bis lord was regarded as HD 
inferior being in all respects to bis 
superior, and labor, being associated 
with the inferior man, became to be 
TiewrO as degrading nnd unworthy ol 
the attention of a person above its 
necessity.

Tue intelligence of labor in organ 


ized form continues to be more and 
more recognized by capital as n factor 
that, must be taken into account it 
organized business, supported by or 
gauized capital; aud those who have 
not given their attention to Ibe grea 
piobleui of labor because of their cou 
ditiou in 
life are, because of thi 


prominence the question, through or 
ganizad labor, is receiving, giring iu 
relation to and influence upon capita! 
thought and investigation. The ad 
vancad condition of society ia the bet 
ter principles given to man for hi 
higher government is tending largelj 
in ttie advanced nations by its influeuc 
to secure labor a more liberal share o 
the profits that result from it. 


The influences at work in behalf o 


labor are the stronger of all the in 
fineness that direct the course an 
destiuy of the race, for which reason 
the rights of labor in the near f u t u r 
will be more fully recognized than they 
are now. Organized labor has been 
the chief lever by which the rights o 
labor have been given prominence, anc 
it will continue to influence and direc 
attention and aotioa in its favor by 
those who have the ability to aid it in 
ita right to recognition by capital B 
the only factor that can advance ii 
interests in the material affairs of men 
The world's progress is dependen 
upon it and all else is dependent upon 
it to furnish the mean« of life, and th 
material force that will take the worli 
to its final destiny. That which i 
chief in the motive power that move 
a world cannot, in the light of intelli 
gent aulion, remain in the background 
when its power is better understood, 
and in order that its force may become 
more speedily acknowledged, organized 
action IB imperative. 


It is settled at law that labor ma; 


rightfully strike, and the strike, when 
properly conducted, has been a means 
of organized labor to bring to its aid 
the better eeutimeut and judgment of 
the public, but when directed through 
a violation of law and the wilful de- 
struction of pioperty, it has had tie 
opposite effect 


There ia a means tbat has been used 


with the intention and for the purpose 
of aiding organized labor to acquire a 
favorable recognition 
of its rights 


against capital tbat has had a reverse 
influence upon it, and tbat is the boy- 
cott. Its nse \s against the law of God I 
and man, and is therefore a mean* that 
has and will receive the disapproval of 
good people, whose efforts in the in- 
terest of labor are the moat favorable 
to secure for it that high standard in 
the affairs of men that it should oc- 
cupy. The boycott has been used to 
the detriment of labor, and more pur- 
tioularly orKonizjd labor, because or- 
ganization nave effect lo the boycott. 


If organized labor would avoid all 


means of giving offense and abide 
strictly within the law and maintain 
good order, its march upward and 
forward would be more speedy, by 
securing more freely the aid of those 
who have become interested in secur- 
ing to labor more of the profits that 
come from it. The boycott should not

of the commonwealth of Nevada I came 
to eif. at tte feet of the wise men of the 
west, who have followed the star of em- 
pire and have done so much to make 
the arid lands blossom. 


Dr. Stnbbs continued by saying that 


be also had the honor of representing 
the Association of Agricultural col- 
leges in the United States, which or- 
ganization, he said intended to co- 
operate with the irrigation congress. 
There are represented in this associa- 
tion 53 agricultural colleges and 54 ex- 
periment itHtions,and it has been in ex- 
istence 13 years, Not until this year, 
however, has the association ever met 
in the west. Th1? members this year 
joqrneyed to the Pacifies Coast and the 
trip was a groat revelation to them. 
Their eyes were opened and then many 
of them realized for the first time the 
great results of irrigation. This year 
brought directly to the notice of mem- 
bers of eastern colleges the import- 
ance of irrigation and they will now 
give it much more attention than here- 
tofore. 


Dr. Stubbs then reviewed the splen- 


did services rendered by the late Seui- 
tor Morrill of Vermont in the estab- 
lishing of the agricultural collpge sys- 
tem of this country. Tnis liberal and 
practicalpducationalsystemcarved out 
by Senator Merrill is, however, as old 


as civilization. The training of youth 
on the banks of the Euphrates and the 
Tigris were of this type. This systam 
foreshadows the broadest of education 
and development in the youth of this 
land.

Your as- 
sociation requires good engineers for 
the work of storing and conserving the 
waters of the west, Of even greater 
importance is the problem of properly 
applying the water thus stored. This 
ia the work of the experiment stations. 


As informution is Gathered and dis- 


siminated by agricultural colleges nud 
experiment s'atioiis the work of the 
congress is nmde easier. The relation 
between the irrigation congress and 
the agricultural college and experi- 
ment station ia close and inseparable, 
one supplements the other. 
Economy 


and the conservation of our resource? 
are necessary. Tho work of education 
through these two organizations will 
not be hastily done, but ia sound aud 
it will eventually accomplish the pur- 
pose for which it was begun. 


Dr, Stubbs continued with a series 


of illustrations that were apt and elo- 
quent, Hia word piloting was mag- 
nificent, and his remirka were received 
enthusiastically.
